RESPONSE 

I. The Examiner's Election Requirement 

Claims 1-7, 9-18 and 20-23 were previously pending in the application. In the 
Restriction Requirement dated October 4, 2005, the Examiner states, "Restriction to one of the 
following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 (See, Office Action, page 2). In the 
Office Action, the Examiner has identified three groups of species: 

Species A: (refer to Claims 1-7 and 9-1 1) A method for processing restricted 
securities trades wherein, documentation supportive of a trade is automatically generated and 
wherein the generated documents include at least a legal opinion indicating whether or not the 
trade restriction have been satisfied. An electronic signature to execute the document is then 
received 

Species B: (refer to Claims 12-21) A method of interacting with a network access 
device in order to complete an online transaction which comprises receiving documentation 
related to the trade of a restricted security wherein the received documents include at least a legal 
opinion indicating whether or not the trade restriction have been satisfied and transmitting an 
electronic authorization to conduct the trade is then transmitted. 

Species C: (refer to Claims 22-23) This species recite a computer signal 
embodied in a digital data stream. This feature is distinct feature of processing restricted 
securities not required an not recited in Species A and B.
